AN ACT to exempt parties to actions in the circuit court for 
Vernon county, from the operation of certain acts therein 
named.

SEcTioN 1. That all parties to actions pending or 
hereafter to be begun in the circuit court for Vernon 
county, Wisconsin, who are represented by attorneys 
residing in Vernon county are and shall be exempt 
from the provisions of chapter ninety-three of the pri-
vate and local laws of 1866, entitled an act relating to 
the special terms of the circuit court for the sixth ju-
dit;ial circuit, also from the provisions of chapter three 
hundred and sixty-eight of the general laws of 1862, 
entitled an act relating to special terms of the circuit 
court in the sixth and filth judicial circuits, and to 
change the time for holding the general terms in Mar-
quette county, in the third judicial ,circnit, also from 
the provisions of chapter thirteen of the general laws
